Documents 1-3 cited in the ISR neither describe nor suggests "the point whereby the 
body taste of a food or of a food material is given by adding a long-chain highly unsaturated 
fatty acid and/or an ester thereof," which is the technical feature of the inventions described 
in claims 1-5,7, 8 and 10-13, and a method for inhibiting the heating and burning odor of 
Japanese-style seasoning sauce or broth, and a method of inhibiting the odor of protein in 
vegetable protein by adding a long-chain highly unsaturated fatty acid and/or an ester 
thereof, which are the technical features of the inventions described in claims 6 and 9, 
respectively.
